The 
shot which a few days later re- 
sulted im his death in the county 
hnoepital, also destroyed his eye- 
sight. A .32 bullet was taken from 
hie head. 

The revolver from which the 
shot is thought to have been fired 
was sold to the woman three days 
before the shooting, it is said. The 
gun, in which a cartridge was 
empty, wae found in an irrigation 
ditch near the hut.

Coolidge’s Power 
Acknowledged 
Republican Leaders Yield 
Reins Voluntarily to 
the President 


WASHINGTON, April 24.—Pres- 
ident lidge, who a scant five 
months ago was an unknown 
quantity in the political problem, 
is not now only the acknowledged 
leader but the dictator by common 
consent of the Republican party. 

In those five months he has 
made himself the assured nominee 
of his for President on the 
first baliot a nearly unanimous 
vote, if not by acclamation. He 
has come to dominate the party 
completely, not by reagon of any 
reaching out for power on his part, 
but by virtue of the party volun- 
tarily, with practical unanimity, 
Placing ite deatiny in his hands. 

As a result of the dramatic 
rise, of this silent, modest but. «x- 
tremely canny Yankeé to supréme 
command, with all his rivals swept 
ignominiously from the field, Mr. 
Coolidge is now about to select the 
temporary and permanent chair- 
men of the Republican National 
Convention, to supervise the con- 
struction of the party platform, 
and even to name the candidate 
for Vice-President if he so desires. 

The President will be urged to 
indicate his preference in the 
choice of a running mate on the 
ticket, but up to date he has de- 
clined to take any part in the dis- 
cussion of candidates. The lead- 
ers closest to the President assert 
that he will keep hands off 
Vice-Presidentia!l nomination, and 
that the selection for second place 
on the ticket will become a free- 
for-all contest in the convention.

The landing force from the Mik-

The American legation and Cone 
sulate in Tegucigalpa also have 
been fired upon by armed mobe 
composed chiefly of drunken sol- 
diers mobilized to defend that city 
from the attack of united revolu- 
tionary forces. 

Recent reports from Commander 
Causey said the members of his 
command had narrowly escaped in- 
jury from bombs dropped by rev~ 
olutionary aircraft flying over the 
city. The explanation was made, 
however, that the air pilot prob- 
ably had mistaken the luejackets 
on the feld, and at that time at 
exercises, for enemy troops. 


INCIDENT ADJUSTED 

The incident was satisfactorily 
adjdsted by American Minister 
Morales and assurances were given 
him by the revolutionary leader 
that the practice of bombing the 
city from the air would be diacone 
tinued and the aircraft pilots would 
thereafter confine the bombing te 
fortified sections of the city or mil- 
ftary areas.

Foot-and-Mouth Plague No Occasion for Panic, Only 
Intelligent Co-operation and Sane Thinking ~ 


f Convenient for quickly lo- 
cating market information in this 


The hysteria under which Art- 
tona officials appear to be laboring 
in thetr panic-stricken handling of 
conditions arising out of the preva- 
lence of the foot-and-mouth dis- 
ease is without justification, in the 
opinion of many familiar with the 
disease and the accepted methods 
of combatting it and preventing its 
spread. It Is an unpleasant emer- 
gency which must be met intelli- 
gently and which will be encom- 

in due time. There will be 
unavoldable loss and consequent 
readjustment in certain quarters, 
but California is not going to be 
suddenly dissolved into its elemen- 
tal parts because a few hundred 
animals have contracted a conta- 
gious disease. 

The following review and sum- 
mery of the situation was prepared 
for The Times by L. M. Maynard, 
economist in charge of the research 
department of the WNationa!. City 
Bank of Los Angeles and who is 
thoroughly conversant with the 
agricultural and livestock interests 
of the State. afr. writes 
from San Francisco on his way 
home from a trip of observation 
through the East and Middle West 
of several weeks’ duration. 

“So disturbing were the stories 
regarding the foot-and-mouth pes- 
tilence which came to me while 
on the Atlantic Seaboard,” he says, 
“that I changed my routing so that 
I might be thrown into contact 
with persons familiar with the dis- 
ease and thereby learn something 
that might be hegipful in eradicat- 
ing the disorder. 


TOO MUCH FEAR 

“In the first place, I believe that 
there is so great an element of 
fear in the paychology of the Cali- 
fornian and the® residents of con- 
tiguous States, whether cattiemen 
ng permit to go farther than 
it etladisten would. The malady it- 
self is not new, either in this coun- 
try or abroad. It is, in fact, quite 
prevaient in most of the European 
countries. In Italy, France, Swits- 
erland, Germany and Ruseia it has 
been a plague of long standing. Its 
occurrence in North America has 
been very infrequent. so much 80 
that it almost has the appearance

| UNSOUND POLICY 


PRICE FIXING 


Bankers’ Chief in Criticism 
of McNary-Haugen Bill | 


Government Interference Not 
Economically Sound 


Relief for Wheat Producers 
Only a Beginning 


AUGUSTA (Ga.) April 24.-—-The 
MecNary-Haugen Dill, designed to 
afford relief to producers of certain 
agricultural products, was criti-. 
cleed here today as an example of 
impracticable government price- 
fixing by Waiter W. Head, president 
of the American Bankers’ Associa- 
tion, who spoke at the meeting of 
the Georgia State Bankers’ Asso- 
clation. 

“Periodically we are affiicted 
with the passion for 
by governmental decree.” Mr. H 
said. “Whenever the price of cer- 
tain eommodities has not been sat- 
iafactory to the producers, there 
has been a demand that the gov- 
ernment, by artificie!l stimulus or 
arbitrary act, fix a satisfactory price 
and require its payment by pur- 
chasers. There are two methods by 
which government ean maintain 
prices above the level established 
by nature! economic law. One ise 
by the establishment and enforce- 
ment of penalties for sale or pur-' 
chase of a particular commodity 
at a price other than that fixed by 
the government; the other is by 
the purchase the government 
or a governmental agency of a 
sufficient amount of the commodity 
to raise the price to the 
level. 
“The first method hes been 
proves impractical wherever tried. 
he enforcement of fixed prices by 
government purchase to reduce or 
eliminate a surplus is the more ef- 
fective method. Prices can be ee- 
tablished by thie methed provided 
the government has sufficient funds 
to suatain the loss which results 
and provided the producers of oth- 
er commodities are sufficiently do- 
cile to surrender their own advan- 


tage.

CAN YOUR TAXES BE CUT? 


Series of Concise Articles on Cost of Government; Where 
the Money Goes and Why

VETERANS’ BUREAU 

The Veterans’ Bureau is to the 
soldiers of the last war what the 
Pension Bureau has been to the 
soldiers of all the previous wars. 
Only more so. Its activities are 
confined strictly to the veterans of 
the last war. 

It was organized in 1917 ae the 
Bureau of War Risk Insurance, 
and placed in the Treasury De- 
partment. Then by act of August 
6, 1921, the Veterans’ Bureau took 
over from the Federal Board of 
Vocational Education the work of 
providing for the vocaitonal reha- 
bilitation of disabled persons, dis- 
charged from the military or 
naval forces, and also for their 
hospital care. At the same time 
the bureau took over the work for 
veterans carried on by the United 
States Public Health Service. Then 
the Veterans’ Bureau was taken 
out of the Treasury Department 
and made one of the independent 
bureaus of the government, under 
the direct supervision of the Presi- 
dent of the United States. 

Today the United States Vet- 
erane’ Bureau is the greatest re- 
lief organization in the world. I 
will go further. No organization 
ever created for such a purpose 
has ever approached this bureau 
in the scope of the work attempt- 
ed and in the financial outlays in- 
volved. 

The work seems complicated. 
Many people cannot grasp its ex- 
tent, because it appears to be en- 
gaged in such a variety of activi- 
ties. We can understand its work 
much better if we classify its 
duties, > 

The Veterans’ Bureau now has 
four major functions—established 
by the organic act organizing vet- 
eran relief activities. 

(1.) theconsideration of claims 
for compensation, insurance and 
vocational training. 

(2.) The providing of medica! 
care and hospitals for disabled 
veterans. 

(3:) The providing of voca- 
tional training for disabled veter- 
ans having vocational handicaps. 

(4.) The maintenance of insur- 
ance records for veterans who 
have applied for insurance and are 
maintaining current payments of 
premiums. 


OLAIMS COME FIRST 

Let us take up the functions fn 
the order given. In this way we 
can see just what the United States 
is doing now for the veterans .of 
the last war. Few Americans ap- 
preciate the enormous work go- 
ing on under these four great 
functions of the bureau—all for 
the benefit of the veterans of the 
European war. 

The first major activity of the 
bureau—that of the consideration 
of claims for compensation, insur- 
ange and vocational training—is 
th’ first line of defense, so to 
epeak. It investigates al! claime. 
This is the fact-finding division of 
the bureau. There is enormous re- 
sponsibility. And the bureau must 
have done excellent work, too. 

It may surprise us to know that 
up to June 30, 1923, a total of 
930,286 compensation claims had 
been filed by the veterans of the 
last war with the Veterans’ Bu- 
reau. In plain words that is the 


number who have asked for heitp | 


from United States treasury since 
the war. During the fiscal year 
1923, claims were filed with this 
division at the rate of 6650 a 
month, or more than 330 a day, 
Now listen, Of thus nor number 
of claims asked for, 446,416 were 


'™% | allowed, and less than 10,000 were 


undecided at the end of the year. 
but the bureau investigated and 
rejected 484,616 claims for com- 
pensation. Further comments on 
these amazing figures would seem 
unnecessary. 

Now what abeut the claims for 
insurance? When the war started 
an act of Congress provided in- 
surance at net peace-time rates. 
This resulted in the government 
assuming a liability far in excess 
of the premiume received. Any 
service man who desired might 


an amount not exceeding $10,009, 
payable in case of death or total 
permanent disability in 240 month- 
ly installments of 35.75 per thou- 


insurance. 


Up to January 1, 1924. a total 
of 159.690 insurance claims have 
been allowed, carrying 4$1,399.000,- 
000 insurance. So much for insur- 
ance claims. 


WONIVERSITY IV 

The record further shows that 
up to June 36, 1923. a grand tota! 
of 669.702 veterans had applied for 
vocational training. Of (those eli- 
gible for such training, 239,080 had 


been registered and up to January | owner 


1, 1924, a total of 271,662 ex-serv- 
ice men had entered vocationa! 
training at the expense of the gov- 
ernment. 

The second major function of 
the Veterans’ Bureawv is to provide 
free medical and hospital care for 
every disabled veteran of the last 


war. For the fiscal yvedr 1923 theré | Pacite 
WwW. J. Van Velkenburgh, TP Catalina area, 


were 82.814 admissions to the hos- 
pitale under the bureau's super- 
vision. For 1923 a total of 1,526,- 
766 medical and dental examina- 
tions were made. The total num- 
ber of ex-service men who received 
hospital treatment during the fis- 
cal year 1923 was 109,683, while 
treatments were given outside the 
hospitals numbering over 974,000 
cases. 

At the close of the fiscal year 
1923 there were ninety-one gov- 
ernment hospitals in operation, 
with a total bed capacity of 25.714. 
It was neeessary for the Veterans’ 
Bureau to utilize 1009 civil hos- 
pitala where an additional 7586 
patients were cared for. 

The third major function of this 
bureau is to provide vocational 
training for disabied veterans hav- 
ing vocational handicaps. Director 
Frank T. Hines of the Veterans’ 
Bureau sald in a recent letter to 
the writer that the total number 
of ex-service men who had entered 
vocational training up to January 
1, 1924, was 171,552. Of this num- 
ber 66.014 were still in training. 

A close checking of the records 
of the department shows that of 
the 445 trades and professions 
which have been taught to the vet- 
erans, the most popular have been 
electricity, salesmanship, book- 
keeping and shoé repairing. This 
work is extensive. It is nation- 
wide. It is also very expensive. 
How many of us know that 2340 
colleges and schools and 28.000 


business establishments were id. 


by the Veterans’ Bureau to help 
teach these veterans the work re- 
quired? It ie a great university in 
itself. 

RILLAONS OF INSURANCE 

The fourth major function is the 
maintenance of insurance records 
for veterans who have applied for 
insurance and are maintaining cur- 
rent payments of premiums This

is a most interesting function. In- 
surance records are maintained at 
headquarters for 540,273 insurance 
policies (term aud converted,) rep- 
resenting $2,885,633,000 insurance. 
Of these policies 359,102 monthly 
premium payments are received by 
the bureau. The total liability of 
the government-——and that means 
the taxpayer—on account of term 
(war-time) insurance, largely due 
to the hazard of war, approxi- 
mates $1,300,000,000, leaving $900,- 
000,000 as the vresent Value of this 
liability. This will result in the 


fihal payment bv the United States 


through its taxpavers of over 
$1,000,000,000. 


To care for this great work, 
the United States has been di- 


vided into fourteen districts, each 


maintaining an office, with a large 


force working along the lines sug- 


gested above. In addition, other 


subofiices were being maintained 
on November 16, 1923, in ninety- 


two cities. It Is expected that the 


number of suboffices will ultimate- 


ly be reduced to seventy-seven for 


all districts. 

What does all this cost the tax- 
payers of the United States? Let 
us see. Here is the record of cash 


expenditures up to and including 


the estimates for 1924:

These are the actual appropria- 


tions by Congress and expended by 
the government for the benefit of 
the ex-service veterans of the last 
war. Lack of space prevents giv- 


ing the specified items. 


The expense so far has been 
staggering. It amounts to $1,987,- 
702,000. In addition to this item, 
another one of $125,591,000 should 
be added. It is for the $60 bonus 
which was voted to every veteran 
of the last war, and which was 
paid out of the Treasury of the 


United States in February, 192°. 
LEADS ALL NATIONS 


This makes a grand total of 
$2,122,293,.000 d out to the vet- 
erans of the World War in seven 
years. The American people have 
spent more money already on the 


veterans of the last war than had 


been spent up to the year 1898 on 
the veterang of all our other wars 


combined. 


No other nation has ever at- 
tempted such a stupendous serv- 
jee program for its soldiers. No 
other nation could do it and re- 


main solvent. 


The estimates for the fiscal 
year 1924 call for an expenditure 
of $446,053,000 for the Veterans’ 
Bureau. This is over $1,200,000 a 
day. It is more than we are 
spending on either the Army or 
the Navy for the same period. On 
June %30,:1923, the Veterans’ Bu- 
had a total of 6270 employees 
working in the city of Washington 
and 23.804 employees eleewhere, a 
total of 29.074 technical and cler- 
ical employees. It is the largest 
‘spending bureau of the government 


today. 
The Veterans Bureau  epent

E NEW CITY CHARTER 
When all arguments have been weighed 
for and against adoption of the proposed 
new Los Angeles city charter and a con- 
clusion reached thereon from the standpoint 
of the best itoterests of the people as a 
whole a material balance remains in favor 
of adoption. The mere fact that consider- 
able merit attaches to opposition to specific 
sections of the new charter, The Times be- 
lievea, @oes not overcome the general ad- 
vantages of the new document over the old. 
The existing charter not only is anti- 
quated, cumbersome, vague and inadequate, 
but contains certain governmental proc- 
esse@ not in keeping with the best admin- 
istration of municipal affairs; and, while it 
is true that the proposed substitute does 
not offer an ideal sdélution of these short- 
comings and omissions, the thew document 
does promise benefits impossible under the 
present form. 
Probably the greatest advantage to fol- 
low adoption of the proposed new charter 
will be found in the hew relationship and 
the rearrangement of the duties and respon- 
sibilities of the Mayor and the City Coun- 
cil. Under the existing charter the Mayor

But, as 
the city becomes more apd more densely 
populated and as great areas of the city 
ate being built up with homes and indus- 
trial stractures, the problem of disposing 
of this rubbish, with safety to the public 
health, has become one of the most acute, 
yet least appreciated, problems which the 
city faces today.

The Big Tujunga Canyon drain- 
age is second in area only to the 
Gan Gabriel. It is a high, moun- 
tainous area of some 100 -equare 
tniles, and producés such a heavy 
runoff that its flood peak 
joins the waters of the other 
Grainages in the Gan Fernando 
jValley the volume of the Los An- 
geles River has in times past 
equaled that discharged from the 
San Gabriel Mountains apd San 
Gabriel River. 


DAM AT CANYON MOUTH 

To control the flood peaks from 
this Tujunge drainage as far as 
possible, a rock and earth fill dam 
is proposed near the mouth of the 
canyon, the dam to have a height 
of 140 feet above the stream bed 
and contain a reinforced concrete 
core wall from bedrock, and the | 
rock in the side of the canyon up 
to the crest of the dam. The up- 
stream siope of the dam will be 
paved with reinforced concrete.
